Such was the Scate of Affairs, whenthis vefy ledtned Perfor thought ic pro 
per to place * che Rights, Powers, and Privileges of an Englifh Convocation, 
in an open and true Light, and to er oe them with all the Force chey 
could receive. trom Lawsand Caftoms. With this View he fearches carefully in- 
to the ancient Monuments of the Church, then covered with Duft and Obfcuri- 
ty, thinking that the Manner and Method of conveening, the Rules and Laws 
ef holding Convocation; was not to be drawn from the modern Difcourfes of 
Men, norfrom the Memory of us, or our Fathers ; but from the Commentaries of 
the Ancients, the Edi&sof Kings and Papal Decrees.
